HOW THE GOV’NOR DID IT, 


THE REMOVAL OF POLICE COMMISSIONERS 
' BLAIR AND WILKERSON DISCUSSED. 


Ex-Vice-President James L. Blair Tells a 
| Story in Detail—Mr. Wilkerson Adds Some 
Facits—Lawrence Harrigan Mentioned as 
the Next Chief of Police—Candidates for 
Secretary. 


LAINLY, from the 
correspondénce 
between Gov. 
Francis and the 
deposed Police 
Commissioners, 
Messrs. Blair and 
Wilkerson, pub- 

@lished in the 
POST-DISPATCH 
yesterday ajfter- 
noon, and the 
statements ob- 
tained from 
Messrs. Blair and 
Wilkerson by a 
POST-DISPATCH reporter this morning, giving 
a complete history of this very interesting 
case, it is evident that the Governor was 
actuated in all hig actions by a desire 
te get rid of Mr. Blair, and to 
dictate, the management of the new 
Board of Police Commissioners. Instead of 
pursuing a straightforward policy, as did 
Gov. Marmaduke, in the removal of Commis 
sioner Callahan Gov. Francis, according to 
the story obtained by the Post-DIsPpaTcu, 
first intimated that he would like to have the 
resignation of the Commissioner who was per- 
sonally objectionabie to him, and, falling to 
accomplish his purpose by such a transparent 
strategic move, he endeavored to use Mr. 
Wilkerson as an instrument for the humilia- 
tion of that gentieman’s personal friend 
and colleague, Mr. Blair. Mr. 
Wilkerson turned out to be anything but 
the pliant tool the Governor had evidently ex- 
pected to find him and His Excellency then 
asked him for his resignation and before he 
bad received Mr. Wilkerson’s letter in reply, 
wrote another letter removing him from of- 
fice. Facts which will be made public make it 
perfectly plain that Gov. Francis had decided 
as carly as Monday, February II, that Wiiker- 
son should be removed unless he would do his 
bidding and vote in the board reorganization 
as the Governor should dictate. On 
that date the Governor was in 
close consultation with a gentieman who 
left his presence to call on Mr. Wilkerson, as 
the Governors messenger and representa- 
tive, and make a request, which was tanta- 
mount to he (Wilkerson) vote 
with Turner and all in removing Rau 
: from the Viee-Presidency, under pain of the 
Governor’s serious displeasure, coupled with 
the significant statement that failure on the 
part of Mr. Wilkerson to comply with the re- 
quest would resalt in the removal of a mem- 
ber of the beard. When Mr. Wilkerson asked 
if his removal was meant the Governor’s mes 
senger said: No, Mr. Blair. 

The gentieman who performed this impor- 
tant duty of messenger forgGoyv. Francis, and 
who on thet occasion acted as the representa- 
tive of a Democratic administration, is said 
to be no less a person than Welle H. Bilodgett, a 

rominent — 1 and solicitor general 

or the Wabash Kailroad. Mr. Blodgett has 
been facetiously referred to at past 7 
of the State Legisiature as ‘‘a member of the 
third House, or lobby. Mr. Wilkerson when 
asked this morning if Mr. Blodgett was the 
person who acted for the Governor, said: 
„The gentieman is a friend of mine aud I 
don’t @are to mention his name. It is known, 
however, that Mr. Blodgett la a near neighbor 
of Mr. Wilkerson, and has been and is now on 
confidential relations with him. The fact that 
Wilkerson does not deny that 
is the man, together with 
information more direct in 
character, the Post-DrspaTcH is able to state 
positively that Mr. Blodgettis the person in 
question. 

In addition to the Governor’s action in ask- 
ing for Mr. Wilkerson’s resignation, and then 
denying him the right of replying by follow- 
ing the request with his summary removai, 
Mr. Wilkerson’s ftmeuds think that Gov. 
Francis bas acted peculiarly all through the 
matter. To begin with, they say he shows a 
predilection for private messengers in pref- 
erence to the mails. His brother, Sia 
Francis, brought down from 
City and delivered to 
son the letter asking for 
ter’s resignation; while all the indications 
point to Private Secretary Michael A. Fanning 
as the messenger who carried thé letter re- 
moving Mr. Blair from office. Mr. Blair's 
letter is dated February 12; it bears no — 
or other evidence of — gee — throu 
the Post-office, and was delivered at Mr. 
Blair’s office by a messenger boy on the 15th, 
three days later. These facts show that the 
letter of removal was held in abeyance until 
the last minute, in the hope that Mr. Wilker- 
son would consent to vote with Overall and 

deposing Blair, and that

LONDON, February 16.—Parnell’s friends 
were seen laughing obstreporously and hold- 
ing their sides as they left the Commission 
Court yesterday. Thecause of this outburst 
of merriment was the evidence of Soames, the 
attorney, and MacDonald, the manager of the 
Times. Suchan exposure of imbecility and 
recklessness on the part of men in control of 
agreat newspaper was never before seen. 
MacDonald had to confess that when he 
published the forged letters he 
had taken no means whatever to 


examine their authenticity beyond their refer- 
ence to one hand-writing expert; had never 
asked for the envelopes; had not even 

the name of the recipient of the letters; did 
not know and did not ask for monthsa 
wards from whom the letters had been ob- 
tained by the Times’ agent, and did not know 
until this day whom they were supposed to be 

irected to. 


INCREDIBLE RECKLESSNESS. | 

The people in court almost stood aghast at 
the open confession of the incredible reckless- 
ness with which the charge in incitement to 
assassination was made, and by which the 
reputation and fortune of the greatest 
paper in England was imperiled. Part ot the 
examination revealed a nice little counterplot 
going on for weeks. Parnell knew months 
ago that Piggott had forged the letters. La- 
bouchere, who is a warm friend of the Irish 
party, and who basa great love for amateur 
detective work, got into communication with 
Pi , and from his own lips received a con- 
fession of forgery. These forgeries were not 
made by tracing over, but by imitating the 
handwriting, An exposure of the signature 
tothe microsco reveais that the writing is 
broken in several points, showing the trepi- 
dation and slowness of the forger.

Revenue Officers Unearth and Capture an 
Illicit Still in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, HI., Febrbary 16.—An illicit stin 
anda complete though crude apparatus for 
the production of corn whisky have been un- 
earthed in this city and seized by the United 
States revenue officers. A dozen or more per-

Ruskin has told us that every young woman 
should have several young men under 
at the same time, any 
whom she could marry if she 
chose, and that she should keep them under 
observation for at least three years before 
venturing upon so momentous a decision as 
an engagement. Of course, this is pitched 
rather high for our civilization. The advice 
de admirable tor tne one girl in 10,000 who is 
able to carry it out; for the rest it will ever re- 
main an unattainable ideal. 

The age of chivalry is past, and the girl is 
very, very fortunate who can find one man 
whose devotion will survive a three years’ 
probation. We are gravitating toward an 
equality of the sexes; men are no longer 
seeking goddesses, but wives, and the 
perfect working of Ruskin’s theory 
would involve the additional circamstances 
that each of a woman’s three possible hus- 
bands were considering two women besides 
herself with a view to possible marriage. At- 
tempts to rationalize the process of ‘‘falling 
in love’’ can be successful only within very 
narrow limits, forthe reason that affection, 
from its very inception, idealizes its object. 
Love is not blind, but color blind. Every con- 
ceivable virtue is imputed tothe adored one, 
who may be serenely unconscious of being the 
target forso many superlatives, or may un- 
wittingly add fuel to the fire by an attitude of 
supreme indifference. 

It is sometimes desirable to see life coleur de 
rose, but never when contemplating marriage 
—a touch of cynicism is better. Reason as we 
will, however, it is doubtful if any of us have 
been wholly exempt from this mild form of 
lunacy. Sceptics from the cradle, we refuse 
to accept, upon the testimony of others, even 
such a plain, every-day truth as that no hu- 
man being is faultiess, and will not be content 
until we have discovered that the opposite 
sex contains at least one exception. 

Young persons who have been properly bred 
and educated, especially where there are both 
sons and daughters in the family, are less 
likely to imagine impossible virtues of one 
another.

The Queer Report That Was Made te the 
Police This Morning. 


James M. Carpenter, the real estate agent, 
notified the police by telephone about 11 
o’clock this morning that the body of a man 
had been found on the roof of the house, 
No. 310 North Eleventh street.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


The House Ways and Means Committee 
and the Tariff Biil. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., February 16.—The 
Ways and Means Committee had a short meet- 
ing this morning but one full of results. The 
McMillen tariff bill, which was presented to 
the committee yesterday, Was finally consid- 
ered and ordered to de reported 
to the House. According to the 
committee’s estimates, the bill would, 
if enacted into law, reduce the revenues $72, - 
000,000. Itis closely patterned after the Mills 
bill, retaining the free list, with a few addi- 
tions made by the Senate. It omits, however, 
the chemical, cotton and iron schedules, ex- 
cepting pig iron, rails, structural iron and tin 
plate, which are treated as in the Mills bill. 
The other changes made are in dates 
and other unimportant details. When 
this was disposed of the committee, 


with a view to having at hand the bill to meet 
immediate emergencies in the matter of ex- 
cessive revenue, pe a ope re- 
port upon an original bill pre y re- 
sentative breckinridge of Hontucky, which 
roposes to put tin-plate and wool on the free 
ist and to reduce the internal revenue as pro- 
posed inthe Mills bill (which in its revenue 
portion is identical with the Cowles bill). 

The bill also includes the woolen and 
worsted cloth sections of the Mills bill. This 
measure, it is estimated, wouid reduce the 
revenues about $40,000,000, but it is generally 
believed that the measure will bethe main 
recourse of the Ways and Means Committee 
Democrats in the approaching conflict with 
the Appropriations Committee. The com- 
mittee wound up its meeting dy direct- 
ing favorable reports on some private relief 
bills and on Mr. Yost’s bill amending the 
statutes so as to include the Rainy Lake and 
Lake of the Woods forest owners of Minne- 
sota, in the privileges now accorded those of 
the St. Croix River of free importation of their 
timber sawed in Canada. Mr. McMillen in- 
tends to report his bill to-day, and after that 
is done there will be no further opposition to 
the presentation of the report on the tobacco 
bill — the Appropriations Committee. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA DUTCH. 


A Strange People Who Have a Language 
Made Up of Many Others. 


Itis not generally known, even by people 
who have visited America, that there is in 
Pennsylvania, very near the cities of Phila- 
delphia and New York, a population of more 
than two million inhabitants which is in many 
respects strangely like what its rural ances- 
tors were in Germany more than two centuries 
ago. Some years since there were to be seen 


in a shop in Philadelphia several large books 
of Lutheran devotion, in the type and spelling 
of 1540, bound in deeply stamped white vel- 
lum, with heavy brass clasps.

POLICE BOARD BOSSISM. 
The plan of conferring police com mis- 
sioner appointments in exohange for the 
duly signed but undated resignations of 
the appointees was objected to because it 
made the latter, contrary to the intent of 
the law, mere puppets of the Governor. 
The law provided that they should hold 
office for four years, and that the Gov- 
ernor might. remove them sooner for 
official misconduct only. The undated 
resignation was a means by which the 
Governor could exercise over them a 
power not conferred on him by law: the 
power to remove them for good conduct as 
well as for misconduct; the power to keep 
the commissionerships filled with political 
tools ready and bound to obey his secret 
and personal orders as well as his public 
and official commands. 
But now we have a Governor openly 
manifesting his purpose to run the St. 
Louis Police Board, contrary to law, asa 
body of men removable at his pleasure 
for good conduct as well as for bad con- 
duct, and to do this without resorting to the 
blank resignation dodge which disgraced 
a former State administration. It is 
enough for him to know that there are no 
adequate legal means of constraining a 
Governor to carry out in good faith the 
merely directory provisions of a law he 
is sworn to obey and enforce. 
Gov. FRANCIs accompanies his arbitrary 
removal of Commissioners BLarrk and 
WILKERSON with a written statement, 
which everybody knows to be true, 
that there has been no misconduct on 
their part to excuse his action or make it 
legal or officially proper. The official 
misconduct is all on his side, and is a 
plain manifestation of his purpose to run 
the Police Board on a basis and plan not 
sanctioned by law and heretofore loudly 
condemned by public opinion in 8t. Louis. 
This announcement that it is not enough 
for an incumbent to be a good Democrat 
and a good Police Commissioner, and that 
he must be in sympathy with the Govern- 


or’s private views and personal pur- 


poses in St. Louis affairs and Missouri 
politics, has been received with more pro- 
found regret by the Democrats than by 
the Republicans of this city.

The last Legislature passed a most stringent 
law ‘‘to regulate municipal elections in the 
city of Louisville.’’ This law, known as the 
Wallace law, is fashioned somewhat on the 
Australian System, the purpose of which 
is to secure a secret ballot and to keep from 
the polls agents of corrupt organizations or 
candidates. The regulations are simple, but 
it has been demonstrated by two elections in 
the city ot Louisville that they are most 
effective. This secures what we have 
long needed in Louisville—a free ballot and a 
fair count. If hereafter public questions are 
decided contrary to the best interests of the 
majority of the people, or if rings and com- 
binations are enabled to fill the offices with 
men of their own chojpe, the fault will lie not 
with the law, but with the voters themselves. 
No man now can excuse to himself or to his 
associates his absence from the polls, with 
the plea that if he votes his vote will not be 
counted, orthatthe votes of corruptionists 
will override the public verdict.

STRANGE DISAPPEARANCE OF A BEAUTIFUL 
GIRL IN SOUTH ST. LOUIS. 


Articles of Clothing Found on the River 
Bank Fridhy Morning Identified by Her 
Family as Having Been Worn by Her 
When Last Seen—Theory and Speculation 
Concerning Her—A Family's Sorrow. 


BRIEF description of 
some articles of cloth- 
ing found on the bank 
of the river at the foot 
ot Dorcas street yester- 
day printed in the Post- 
DISPATCH caught the 
eye of Benjamin W.

RELEASED TO-DAY. 


Henry Ammel, Who Was Charged With 
Murder, Pronounced Sane, 


Dr. Le Grand Atwood, Superintendent of 
the City Insane Asylum, called at the jail 
this afternoon and made an examination of 
Henry Ammel with a view to decid- 


ing the man’s sanity. Ammel was 
tried in the Criminal Conrt this week for mur- 
posing his mother-in-law. Mrs. Wilhelmina 
Schmidt, and the jury acquitted him on the 
ground that he was insane. There was no 
testimony introduced as to whether he 
was still insane, the only testimony bein 
as to his sanity at the time o 
the murder. The court, at the request of 
Ammel’s attorney, Charles PF. Johnson, had 
Dr. Atwood examine the prisoner before 
sending him to the insane asylum, as is the 
custom in such cases. Dr. Atwood came into 
court after, a few minutes’ taik with 
Ammel and {nformed Judge Normile that the 
man was not at the present time insane. 
While laboring under the opinion that his 
mother-in-law had been responsible for his 
wite’s death, he might have én temporarily 
deranged and committed the murder while 
actuated by this insane motive, but he was 
all rig ae soon as the excitement was over 
and had not since been insane. He thought 
the man could be released with safety. Judge 
Noonan remarked that he himself was 
satisfied of sanity at the 
present time, wanted to 
get Dr. Atwood’s opinion before releasing the 
prisoner. Asit would be useless expense to 
send Ammel out to the asylum only to have 
him released in ashort time he would turn 
him loose now. Thecourt then ordered his 
release. Ammel smiled, bid Jailer Callahan 
— bye, and with his father, fhis 

rother, Gov. Johnson and Deputy Sheriffs 
of the court proceeded to Hendricks’ saloon 
across the street, where the crowd engaged 
in a liquid celebration of his release. 

This was Ammel’s second trial. At the first 
trial the jury falled to agree.
